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Weeping  Shah 
flies  from  Iran

TEHRAN,  Iran  ( AP)  —  Shah 
Mohammed  Reza  Pahlavi.  a 
weeping  king  driven  from  his 
kingdom,  flew  his  royal  jet  out  of 
Iran  Tuesday  on  a  journey  from 
which  he  may  never  return. 

His  departure  set  off  an  explo¬ 
sion  of  joy  by  millions  of  his  peo¬ 
ple;  If  his  triumphant  foes  have 
their  way,  the  shah’s  flight  means 
the  end  of  monarchy  in  a  land 
ruled  by  kings  for  2,500  years. 

Jubilant  Iranians  poured  into 
Tehran’s  streets,  singing  and  dancing,  cheering  each 
other  in  celebration  of  victory  in  the  bloody  year-long 
popular  struggle  against  the  man  who  has  ruled  their 
nation  since  1941. 

The  59-year-old  monarch  took  the  controls  himself 


and  piloted  his  “Shah’s  Falcon”  Boeing  727  jetliner 
into  the  bright  skies  over  Tehran  and  on  to  Aswan, 
Egypt,  where  he  was  welcomed  by  President  Anwar 
Sadat. 

He  is  expected  to  stay  there  for  a  few  days  before 
flying  on  to  the  United  States  for  what  is  officially 
described  as  an  “extended  vacation.” 

At  Tehran’s  airport,  two  royal  guard  officers  fell 
tearfully  to  their  knees  to  try  to  kiss  the  shah’s  feet  as 
he  neared  the  plane  ramp,  an  eyewitness  reported. 

The  monarch  —  “Shah  of  Shahs,”  “Center  of  the 
Universe,”  “Shadow  of  the  Almighty”  —  left  behind 
shattered  dreams  of  glory  for  his  Pahlavi  dynasty  and 
a  volatile  political  situation. 

Prime  Minister  Shahpour  Bakhtiar,  the  shah’s 
choice  to  lead  Iran,  won  parliamentary  approval  for 
his  Cabinet  Tuesday.  But  the  powerful  Khomaini, 
head  of  the  nation’s  dominant  Shiite  sect,  has  bran¬ 
ded  the  new,  U.S. -backed  government  “illegitimate” 
and  vowed  to  establish  an  Islamic  republic. 

Bhaktiar,  a  courtly  French-educated  lawyer  and 


longtime  foe  of  the  shah,  had  agreed  to  form  a  govern¬ 
ment  if  the  monarch  left  the  country.  He  allowed  the 
shah  to  remain  titular  head  of  state,  leaving  open  the 
possibility  of  his  eventual  return.  A  nine-member 
Regency  Council  was  formed  to  act  for  him  in  his  ab¬ 
sence. 

In  his  farewell  message  to  his  34  million  subjects, 
the  shah  appealed  for  the  preservation  of  the 
monarchy  and  support  for  the  new  government.  He 
also  urged  revival  of  the  economy,  paralyzed  by 
strikes  in  oil,  communications  and  other  vital 
industries. 

Speaking  to  the  lower  house  of  Parliament  before  it 
gave  him  its  vote  of  confidence  Tuesday,  Bakhtiar 
also  vowed  that  Iran,  a  big  buyer  of  U.S.  arms,  “will 
no  longer  spend  billions  of  dollars”  to  act  as  the 
policeman- of  the  Persian  Gulf,  protecting  Western  oil 
interests.” 

In  his  address  to  parliament,  Bakhtiar  pledged 
again  to  dissolve  the  hated  SAVAK  secret  police  and 
said  100  agents  had  already  been  Fired.

With  more  than  20  inches  qf  snow  on  the  ground  in  many 
places  and  temperatures  that  set  or  tied  record  lows  before 
the  warming  trend  set  in  Tuesday,  emergencies  were 
declared  in  parts  of  Iowa  and  Kansas,  Illinois  Gov.  James  R. 
Thompson  declared  parts  of  the  state  a  disaster  ' before 
heading  for  a  Florida  vacation  with  his  family. 

Officials  in  Milwaukee,  now  under  30  inches  of  snow, 
asked  Gov.  Lee  Dreyfus  to  seek  a  federal  disaster  declaration 
for  the  city. 

The  storm  has  caused  at  least  55  weather-related  deaths. 

Authorities  counted  17  deaths  in  the  Chicago  area,  where 
up  to  4  inches  of  snow  fell  atop  the  20.3  inches  that  arrived 
over  the  weekend.  There  have  been  18  reported  deaths  in  Il¬ 
linois,  15  in  Wisconsin,  eight  in  Kansas,  five  in  Missouri, 
four  in  Iowa,  three  in  Michigari  and  one  each  in  Ohio  and 
Nebraska.

Hijack  ordeal  ends 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  Six  Moslem  hijackers  released 
all  the  passengers  and  crew  members  of  a  Lebanese  airliner 
early  today,  ending  a  seven-hour  drama  they  had  staged  to 
protest  the  disappearance  of  a  religious  leader. 

The  hijackers  freed  the  66  passengers  and  nine  crew  mem¬ 
bers  after  their  leader  told  a  hastily  organized  airport  news 
conference  that  Libya  was  responsible  for  the  missing  Imam 
Mousa  al-Sadr. 

After  the  brief  statement,  the  hijackers  left  the  Boeing  707 
and  surrendered  to  Lebanese  authorities. 

The  leader  told  the  news  conference  that  the  54-year-old 
imam  had  been  kidnapped  in  October  by  the  Libyan  regime 
of  Col.  Moammar  Khaddafy  “in  defiance  of  all  international 
laws.”  He  added,  “It  is  a  crime  that  will  not'go  unpunished.” 

The  jetliner  was  refueled  at  the  hijackers’  demand  when  it 
returned  here  after  Cyprus  and  Turkey  refused  to  allow  it  to 
land.  An  airport  spokesman  said  the  hijackers  had  not  in¬ 
dicated  in  their  talks  with  government  officials  if  they  plan¬ 
ned  to  leave  again. 

According  to  the  negotiator^,  the  hijackers  said  they  wan¬ 
ted  to  publicize  the  five-month  disappearance  of  al-Sadr, 


leader  of  the  Shiites.  It  is  the  largest  Moslem  sect  in  this  na¬ 
tion  of  three  million  Moslems  and  Christians. 

The  hijackers,  described  by  airport  officials  as  three  young 
men  who  identified  themselves  as  Lebanese  nationals,  told 
the  negotiators  they  were  convinced  the  54-year-old  imam 
was  being  held  prisoner  in  Libya. 

“We  hold  (Libyan  strongman  Col.)  Moammar  Khadafy 
responsible  for  the  imam’s  safety  and  we  want  him  back 
alive  at  all  costs;”  the  unnamed  leader  of  the  hijackers  said. 

The  jet  was  hijacked  Tuesday  afternoon  50  minutes  after 
it  had  departed  from  Beirut  for  Amman,  Jordan. 

According  to  the  officials,  the  gunmen  said  they  were 
members  of  an  organization  called  Amal  —  hope.  The  group 
was  founded  by  the  aJ-Sadr  during  the  1975  civil  war  bet¬ 
ween  Lebanon’s  Moslems  and  Christians. 

The  imam  has  been  missing  since  he  flew  to  Libya  in  Oc¬ 
tober  to  attend  the  anniversary  celebrations  of  Moammar 
Khadafy’s  1969  coup  against' the  pro-Western  monarchy. 

There  have  been  rumors  that  al-Sadr  quarrelled  with 
Khadafy,  but  Libyan  officials  denied  the  reports  and  said 
the  imam  left  Libya  a  week  after  his  arrival. 


Quiet  man 
becomes 


sportscaster

Over  20  years  ago,  a  shy  young  man 
was  mistakenly  enrolled  in  a  speech 
class  at  Ogden  High  School.  Today 
that  young  man  is  one  of  Utah’s  top 
sportscasters  and  the  well-known  voice 
who  describes  the  plays  for  BYU  sports 
audiences. 

“I  know  that  I  would  not  be  doing 
any  of  the  things  that  I  am  doing  now  if 
it  were  not  for  that  speech  teacher,” 
said  Paul  James  in  a  recent  interview 
with  The  Daily  Universe.  “I  was 
terribly  shy  as  a  youngster.  It  is  amaz¬ 
ing  that  she  was  able  to  see  any  talent 
in  me  at  all.”  v 

Since  1965,  James  has  been  doing  all 
of  the  play-by-play  reporting  of  BYU 
football  and  basketball  games.  During 
that  time,  he  has  never  missed  a  game. 

Broadcasting  as  a  career 

James  said  he  began  thinking  about 
a  broadcasting  career  before  he  entered 
high  school.  The  summer  following  his 
ninth  grade  year,  he  was  confined  to 
his  bed  with  scarlet  fever,  which 
progressed  into  rheumatic  fever.  For 
several  months  much  of  his  time  was 
spent  listening  to  the  radio  and 
daydreaming  about  becoming  a  radio 
personality. 

After  graduating  from  the  University 
of  Utah,  James  began  broadcasting 
play-by-play  action  of  U  of  U  athletics 
for  KCPX  television.  “I  really  got 
caught  up  in  the  games  back  then,”  he 
said.  “I  don’t  think  I  had  heard  of  ob¬ 
jective  broadcasting  yet,  and  I  became 
a  sort  of  a  cheerleader.  I  like  to  think 
I’ve  learned  a  couple  of  things  over  the 
years.” 

By  1965,  all  three  local  television 
stations  were  actively  soliciting  James. 
He  said  that  after  weighing  the  alter¬ 
natives,  he  selected  KSL  to  work  for. 
“They  promised  that  I  would  be  able  to 
do  play-by-play  for  BYU  football  and 
basketball.” 

Good  year  at  BYU 

It  was  a  good  year  to  be  associated 
with  BYU  athletics.  The  Virgil  Carter- 
led  football  squad  battled  their  way  to 
BYU’s  first  WAC  championship.  And 
the  Dick  Nemelka-Jeff  Congdon 
basketball  era  closed  with  Coach  Stan 
Watts’  second  National  Invitational 
Tournament  championship.  “It  was  an 
extremely  advantageous  time  tp  come 
aboard.  The  championship  game  of  the 
NIT  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
memories  of  my  broadcasting  life,” 
said  James. 

James  has  often  used  the  term  ‘we’ 
to  link  himself  with  BYU  athletics. 
However,  many  have  questioned  the 
sincerity  of  the  former  U  of  U  man  and 
his  allegiance  to  the  Cougars. 

“I  have  found  that  loyalties  are  not 
bound  to  institutions,  they  are  bound 
to  people,”  he  said. 

BYU  basketball  Coach  Frank  Ar¬ 
nold  said,  “A  lot  of  fans  think  that 
Paul  is  still  a  Utah  man,  when  nothing 
could  be  further  from  the  truth.  His 
loyalties  run  blue  and  white,  through 
and  through.” 

His  allegiance 

James  gave  the  following  example; 
“On  one  occasion  I  was  doing  a  TV- 
radio  simulcast  of  a  BYU-Utah  basket¬ 
ball  game.  A  couple  of  days  after  the 
game  I  got  a  letter  from  a  BYU  fan  who 
said  that  I  was  so  pro-Utah  it  was

pathetic.  The  next  day  I  recieved  a  let¬ 
ter  from  a  Utah  fan  who  accused  me  of 
turning  the  whole  game  into  a  tribute 
to  BYU. 

“Fans  will  hear  what  they  want  to 
hear.  Almost  every  broadcaster  that  I 
know  tries  to  remain  as  objective  as 
possible.  I  don’t  think  that  it  is  the 
broadcasters  that  are  not  objective,  it 
is  the  listeners.  If  I  had  any  criticism  of 
sports  fans,-  it  would  be  that  they  are 
not  objective. 

“A  play  isn’t  beautiful  unless  their 
team  makes  it.  That  takes  half  of  the 
joy  out  of  sports  as  far  as  I’m  concer¬ 
ned.” 

A  difficult,  yet  essential  part  of  the 


play-by-play  broadcasters’  job  is  the 
preparation  that  precedes  each  game. 
“I  literally  spend  days  in  preparing 
charts  and  notes  to  help  me  in 
presenting  the  most  interesting  and 
useful  information  for  the  listening 
fans,”  said  James. 

Challenges  of  broadcasting 
Another  challenge  he  faces  each 
week  is  accurately  describing  the  fast- 
paced  ,  action  for  each  of  the  200  or 
more  times  the  ball  makes  it  way  down 
the  court. 

James  said  he  also  finds  it  difficult 
to  refrain  from  voicing  his  opposition 
to  certain  calls  made  by  the  officials.

SANTA  FE,  N.M.  (AP)  —  Capsules  contain¬ 
ing  federally  grown  marijuana  were  enroute  to 
four  cancer  patients  Tuesday  under  provisions 
of  a  pioneering  New  Mexico  law  aimed  at  easing 
side  effects  of  chemotherapy. 

“The  capsules  are  on  their  way  here,  I‘m' 
told,”  said  George  Goldstein,  secretary  of  the 
state  Health  and  Environment  Department. 

The  shipment  from  the  National  Institute  of 
Drug  Abuse  will  be  the  first  under  New  Mex¬ 
ico’s  law  that  legalizes  marijuana  and  its  basic 
chemical  component,  THC. 


Wayne  making  rapid  recovery 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  John  Wayne  may  be 
removed  from  an  intensive  care  unit  sooner  than 
expected  because  of  the  rapid  progress  he  is 
making  in  recovering  from  Cancer  surgery,  of¬ 
ficials  at  UCLA  Medical  Center  said. 

“His  vital  signs  remain  normal  and  he  spent  a 
restful  night,”  hospital  administrator  Bernard 
Strohm  said  in  a  statement  Monday. 

The  71-year-old  film  star’s  stomach  was 
removed  during  a  nine-hour  operation  Friday 
after  doctors  discovered  it  contained  a  low- 
grade  malignant  tumor  during  what  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  routine  gall  bladder  surgery.  The  ac¬ 
tor’s  gall  bladder  was  removed  as  planned  and  a 
substitute  stomach  was  structured  out  of  his 
intestines. 

Wayne  was  originally  expected  to  remain  in 
the  intensive  care  unit  until  late  in  the  week, 
and  in  the  hospital  about  two  weeks.

Israel  attacks  Lebanon 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Radiation  from 
1950s  nuclear  bomb  tests  in  Nevada  spread  over 
10  Western  and  Midwestern  states,  discloses  a 
1966  study  newly  brought  to  light. 

The  study  is  one  of  several  being  uncovered 
following  more  than  100  complaints  to  the 
Department  of  Energy  from  Southern  Utah  resi¬ 
dents  who  blame  cancer  deaths  on  the  testing. 

The  study,  by  scientists  at  the  Lawrence 
Radiation  Laboratory  in  California,  says  ex¬ 
posure  was  more  widespread  than  originally 
believed  in  Utah,  Colorado,  New  Mexico, 
Oklahoma,  Kansas,  Nevada,  Idaho,  Arizona, 
Texas  and  Nebraska. 


TEL  AVIV,  Israel  (AP)  —  Israeli  commandos 
stormed  ashore  and  attacked  a  Palestinian 
“terrorist”  stronghold  in  southern  Lebanon 
early  Tuesday  and  Israeli  naval  vessels  bombar¬ 
ded  guerrilla  “concentrations”  along  the  coast, 
the  army  said. 

The  army  denied  the  attack  was  made  in 
retaliation  for  a  Palestinian  terrorist  raid  at 
Maalot  in  northern  Israel  last  Saturday  in 
which  an  Israeli  woman  and  all  three  guerrillas 
were  killed.

However,  many  believe 
there  is  a  basic  need  to 
have  some  kind  of 
statute  which  dictates  to 
the  utilities  the 
procedure  they  use  in 
utility  shutoff,”  he  said.

ment  of  Tuesday’s 
House  session,  Rep. 
Roger  F.  Rawson  (D- 
Weber  County),  ex¬ 
pressed  his  dissatisfac¬ 
tion  at  the  small  number 
of  bills  that  the  House 
has  been  able  to  discuss 
on  the  floor. 


House  majority  leader 
Norman  H.  Bangerter 
(R-Salt  Lake  County), 
said  the  reason  that  a 
few  number  of  bills  have 
reached  the  floor  is  they 
are  still  tied  up  in  com¬ 
mittee.

James  explains  why  he  remains  in  a 
comparatively  small  market  when  he 
could  move  on  to  something  else.

Conservatives  gaining  in  strength?

-*ulitzer  Prize  winning  columnist  George  F.  Will  said  it  has  been 
T  >  lon£  since  the  dominant  American  political  philosophy  has 
mi  Fn  conservative,  and  outlined  a  program  he  felt  would  help  bring 
a  back  to  its  Jeffersonian  roots. 

king  at  the  forum  assembly  Tuesday,  Will  said  American 
■atism  is  in  a  unique  position  today  since  it  has  both  a  duty 
d  an  opportunity. 

‘Its  duty  is  to  deepen  the  maturity  of  the  American  public  by 
!0t  nging  that  public  face-to-face  with  truths  that  no  democratic 
blic  wants  to  face,”  Will  said.  “Its  opportunity  is  provided  by 
;  moral  and  mental  exhaustion  of  contemporary  liberals.” 

Idowever,  the  contributing  editor  for  Newsweek  magazine  con- 
ued,  before  American  conservatives  can  begin  to  take  advan- 
;e  of  their  opportunity,  they  must  come  to  grips  with  the 
herican  state  as  it  is,  not  simply  as  they  wish  it  to  be. 

‘Among  the  worst  political  failures  and  thle  most  unconservative 
or  is  to  allow  ones’  wishes  to  be  the  father  of  ones’  thoughts,” 
11  said.  “Aristotle  Was  the  first  consciously  conservative 
ilosopher  because  of  his  premise  that  what  is  usually 
dominates  over  what  ought  to  be.” 

Mill,  a  native  of  Champagne,  Ill.,  said  if  conservatism  has  failed 
leep  pace  with  the  times,  then  “perhaps  the  time  is  right  for  a 
servatism  that  does  so.” 

Will  indicated  that  any  political  persuasion  is,  in  part,  a  corn- 
lint  about  existing  conditions. 

Today,  a  sensible  conservative  complaint  is  four-fold,”  he  said, 
one  —  our  political  idiom  is  sentimental  and  wrong;  two  — 
is  underway  a  dangerous  revolution  against  constitutional

I  Asserting  that  government  is  becoming  complex  much  faster 
in  public  opinion,  Will  maintained  that  if  people  are  too  busy  to

eralism  seems  to  cater  to  in  an  effort  to  grant  complete  equality, 
he  result  is  government  that  is  big  but  not  strong,  fat  but 
/6 1  3by,  capable  of  giving  but  not  of  leading,”  he  said. 

Vill,  an  Oxford  graduate,  said  the  one  thing  the  U.S.  lacks  is 
ing  government.  Leaders,  in  an  effort  to  be  “responsive”  and  to 


stay  on  solid  ground,  attempt  to  please  everyone  and  have  become 
ineffective.  “The  truth  is,  all  ground  seems  solid  when  your  ear  is 
to  it,”  Will  said.  “And  as  Churchill  said,  ‘It  is  hard  to  look  up  to  a 
man  in  that  position.’  ” 

According  to  Will,  the  question  is  not  whether  elites  shall  rule, 
but  which  elites  shall  rule.  The  use  of  the  term  “elite”  is  not  to  ad¬ 
vocate  a  new  feudal  system,  but  to  advocate  an  increased  pursuit 
of  excellence  in  leadership  and  direction. 

“It  is  said  more  frequently  than  reflectively  that  government 
can’t  legislate  morality,”  Will  said.  “It  can,  it  does  all  the  time, 
and  must  do  more.  Indeed,  the  most  admirable  achievement  of 
modern  liberalism  —  desegregation  and  the  Civil  Rights  Acts  — 
were  explicit  and  successful  attempts  to  change,  among  other 
things,  individuals’  moral  beliefs.” 

The  celebrated  journalist  concluded,  “The  political  temperature 
is  going  to  rise,  slowly  if  we  are  fortunate,  rapidly  if  we  are  not. 
American  political  institutions  are  going  to  be  tested  as  never 
before.” 

Will  said  the  future  calls  for  a  conservative  program  of  realistic 
talk  that  is  concerned  with  the  legislative  representative  process, 
and  has  a  sense  of  the  complexity  and  the  fragility  of  the  civilized 
world  and  a  concern  for  the  degradation  of  the  public  mind.

City  commission 
adds  boundaries

Four  new  neighborhood  boundaries  were  adopted 
by  the  Provo  City  Commission  during  their  meeting 
Tuesday  night. 

The  commission  also  held  hearings  on  the  the  plan¬ 
ning  commission’s  motions  to  extend  the  westside 
moratorium  and  the  proposed  floodplain  ordinance. 

The  four  new,  neighborhoods  created  are  Sherwood 
Hills,  Riverbottoms,  Provo  Bay  and  the  Industrial 
neighborhood.  According  to  Leland  Gamette,  city 
commission  administrative  assistant,  the 
neighborhoods  were  formed  in  response  to  the  city’s 
growth  and  annexation  of  property. 

The  four  neighborhoods  will  be  holding  elections 
on  February  15  in  local  schools.  Neighborhood  chair¬ 
men  will  be  elected  at  that  time  according  to  Gam- 
mette.  Nine  other  neighborhoods  will  be  holding  elec¬ 
tions  at  that  time. 

The  chairmen  elected  will  be  serving  two  year 
terms.  “We  hope  they  will  represent  the  areas 
carefully,”  said  Mayor  James  Ferguson. 

The  other  neighborhoods  holding  elections  will  be 
Little  Rock  Canyon,  Central  Business  District,  Plea¬ 
sant  View,  Oak  Hills,  Provost,  Franklin  South,  Sun¬ 
set,  Fort  Utah  and  Grandview  South.  “The  chairmen 
serve  as  an  advisory  board  to  the  neighborhood  coun¬ 
cil,”  said  Gamette. 

The  commission  reinstated  the  westside 
moratorium.  The  moratorium  deals  with  develop¬ 
ment  on  land  between  1-15  and  the  Provo  City  Air¬ 
port.  “We  want  the  drainage  problem  solved  before 
the  moratorium  is  lifted,”  said  David  Gardner,  plan¬ 
ning  department  staff  member. 

“We  will  look  at  some  cases  on  an  ‘ad  hoc’  basis,” 
said  Commissioner  J.  Earl  Wignall,  The  moratorium 
will  be  for  at  least  another  six  month  according  to  the 
Commissioner. 

The  commission  then  approved  the  proposed  flood- 
plain  ordinance  which  is  in  compliance  with  the 
National  Flood  Insurance  Act  passed  by  Congress  in 
1968.  According  to  Gardner  Prove  had  an  extension 
until  the  first  of  February  to  approve  the  ordinance. 

According  to  Gardner,  if  the  ordinance  isn’t  passed 
some  federal  funds  can  be  cut  off.  “Both  Springville 
and  Payson  failed  to  meet  the  deadlines  and  that  has  - 
caused  problems,”  said  Gardner.

Campbell  said  the  machine  is  so  good  that  a  num¬ 
ber  of  major  insurance  companies  are  willing  to  buy 
the  units  for  diabetic  policy-holders. 

“It’s  particularly  good  for  brittle  diabetics,”  he 
said.  Campbell  said  such  persons  amount  to  about  5 
percent  of  the  diabetic  population  and  require  cons¬ 
tant  and  close  monitoring  of  blood  sugar  levels 
because  of  radical  fluctuation.

“There  is  a  high  incidence  of  lost  babies  among 
diabetic  mothers-to-be,  and  it  is  important  for  preg¬ 
nant  women  to  keep  close  tab  on  their  blood  sugar,”

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Winter  storm  dangers 
require  travel  caution 


The  tragic  loss  of  the  Arden  Kitchen  family  and  pilot  Dale  W.  Stoker  last 
weekend  unfortunately  serves  as  another  reminder  of  the  necessity  for  travelers  to 
recognize  the  dangers  of  inclement  weather. 

The  accident  last  weekend  is  the  third  plane  crash  in  Utah  during  the  past 
month. 

On  Dec.  27  a  pilot  of  a  single  engine  plane  died  when  he  attempted  to  take  off 
in  stormy  weather  and  crashed  in  to  the  Great  Salt  Lake  as  the  result  of  an  ap¬ 
parent  loss  of  power. 

In  another  crash  on  the  same  day,  during  the  same  snow  storm,  a  Texas  man 
flying  from  Provo  to  Boise,  Idaho,  attempted  an  emergengy  landing  because  of 
the  snow  and  was  killed. 

In  each  of  these  cases  the  pilot  had  significant  flying  experience,  but  possibly 
fell  victim  to  bad  weather. 

Bart  Hawker,  an  instructor  for  Mountain  West  Aviation,  said,  “The  weather 
has  killed  more  pilots  than  any  other  thing.  Most  pilots  I  know  have  a  lot  of 
respect  for  the  weather.” 

The  severity  and  unpredictability  of  the  weather  in  Utah  necessitates  just  that 
much  more  respect.  “We  have  some  really  fast  moving  storm  systems  in  this 
area,”  Hawker  said.  “You  have  to  know  your  own  limitations  and  the  limitations 
of  your  plane.  Some  people  overestimate  their  ability.” 

Sometimes,  circumstances' influence  people  to  take  risks  they  would  otherwise 
avoid.  In  1965,  a  plane  carrying  13  BYU  supporters  to  a  BYU -New  Mexico  WAC 
championship  football  game  left  the  Salt  Lake  Airpdrt  with  near  zero  visibility 
conditions  and  crashed  at  Point  of  the  Mountain. 

Last  year  two  BYU  students  and  two  former  students  were  killed  in  a  crash 
near  the  same  point  when  flying  home  from  Salt  Lake  in  a  snowstorm. 

Weather-related  deaths  are  by  no  means  confined  to  flying.  Driving  accidents 
are  more  common  than  plane  crashes.  And  drivers’  tendency  to  overestimate  is 
even  morh  common. 

Of  course,  accidents  can  happen  anywhere  but  it  is  seiiseless  to  increase  the 
probability  of  tragedy  by  overestimating  our  ability  to  beat  the  weather. 

In  our  approach  to  weather  and  travel  we  should  develop  the  philosophy 
followed  by  Hawker:  “I  am  extremely  cautious  about  the  weather,”  he  said. 
“Perhaps  more  cautious  than  I  need  to  be.” 

We  need  to  show  caution  in  these  ways:  check  weather  reports  and  road  or  fly¬ 
ing  conditions  before  leaving;  resist  the  temptation  to  assume  that  accidents 
always  happen  to  the  other  guy;  and  if  storm  conditions  exist  or  threaten  —  stay 
home!

The  three  authors  of  Bantam’s  book 
received  $40,000  up  front  for  roughly 
four  days  of  writing. 

There’s  nothing  wrong  with  jour¬ 
nalists  reporting  the  facts.  But  making 
money  from  gruesome  tales  sheds  a  dif¬ 
ferent  light  on  the  issue. 

That’s  not  all,  by  any  means.  Mark 
Lane,  the  lawyer  representing  former 
Jim  Jones  and  his  People’s  Temple, 
has  set  up  a  nationwide  lecture  tour 
since  the  mass  suicide. 

Lane  was  in  Guyana  at  the  time  of 
the  suicide.  Time  Magazine’s  Dec.  4 
issue  said  that  Lane  and  another 
lawyer,  Charles  Garry,  were  faced  by 
two  young  blacks  in  Guyana  who  wan¬ 
ted  to  “die,  in  revolutionary  suicide.” 
Lane  was  quoted:  “Charles  and  I  will 


write  the  history  of  what  you  guys 
believed  in.”  Then  the  two  lawyers  es¬ 
caped  into  the  jungle. 

As  soon  as  Lane  got  safely  back  in 
the  good  ol’  USA,  he  set  out  to  fulfill 
his  promise. 

Stew  Ross,  program  consultant  for 
New  Line  Presentations,  the  New  York 
City  firm  which  is  booking  a 
nationwide  lecture  tour  for  Lane,  said, 
“We’ve  set  up  at  least  30  speaking 
engagements  since  we  acquired  Mr. 
Lane  in  November. 

Lane  made  a  stop  last  week ,  at 
Weber  State  College  as  part  of  his  tour. 
The  pamphlet  received  by  the 
Associated  Students  of  Weber  State 
advertised  his  spiel  as  “The  Horrors  of 
Jortestown.” 

L.ane  and  the  instant  book 
publishers  aren’t  the  only  ones 
profiteering  from  the  deaths  of  900  peo¬ 
ple.  The  universities  and  organizations 
who  are  paying  Lane  to  appeal  to  their 
lowest  emotions  are  equal  participants 
in  this  morbid  rip-off. 

Millions  of  dollars  will  continue  to 
pad  the  pockets  of  people  like  Lane  as 
long  as  we  beg  them  to  tell  their 
stories. 

The  only  way  to  convince  them  of 
the  immorality  of  their  actions  is  to 
stop  paying  for  the  satisfaction  of  mor¬ 
bid  curiosity,  and  treat  the  sick,  unfor¬ 
tunate  incident  with  a  serious  attitude 
—  not  like  a  horror  movie  we’d  like  to 
see  repeated. 


Kong,  what  you  need  is  a  really  good  lawyer! 


The  search  last  week  for  a  twin-engine  aircraft  was  a 
valient  effort  —  but  it  takes  time  and  skill  to  coordinate 
professionalism  and  emotionalism. 

Unfortunately,  the  four-day  search  resembled  an  un¬ 
organized  practice  maneuver. 

Air  Force  and  Civil  Air  Patrol  officials  bustled  from 
building  to  building,  whispering  and  waiting.  There  was 
nothing  they  could  do  —  the  clouds  were  thick,  the  snow 
was  deep  —  but  if  there  were  survivors,  time  was  fleeting. 

One  would  think  rescue  operations  would  be  maintained 
on  a  somewhat  larger  scale  in  an  area  such  as  Utah  Valley. 
They  aren’t. 

According  to  Utah  County  Sheriff  Mack  Holley,  only  $1,- 
000  per  year  is  allotted  for  rescue  operations  in  Utah 
County. 

The  cost  of  a  single  private  rescue  helicopter  is  $500  per 
hour. 

Because  the  cost  is  so  great  and  resources  are  so  low,  help 
is  requested  from  the  State  Division  of  Emergency  Services 
in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Through  that  division,  the  military  is  often  called  in.  In 
the  case  of  the  plane  containing  the  Arden  Kitchen  family, 
it  ivas  the  U.S.  Air  Force. 

But  before  Hill  Air  Force  Base  will  dispatch  helicopters 
to  aid  in  the  search,  the  proposed  action  must  be  cleared 
with  Scott  Air  Base  in  Illinois,  Holley  said. 

The  emergency  must  be  verified  and  equipment 
authorized.  Then  the  Utah  County  Sheriffs  Office,  is 
notified  of  the  decision. 

“By  the  time  we  get  clearance  the  emergency  is  over,” 
Holley  said. 

When  the  Cessna  421  was  reported  missing  last  Tuesday, 
the  responsibility  to  find  it  lay  in  the  hands  of  the  Federal 
Aviation  Administration  and  the  Civil  Air  Patrol. 

The  Civil  Air  Patrol  requested  help  from  the  Utah 
County  Sheriffs  Department.  In  response,  Holley  dis¬ 
patched  his  volunteer,  42-member  Jeep  Patrol,  and  the 
Mountain  Rescue  Squad. 

When  the  wreckage  was  later  determined  to  be  that  of 


the  Kitchen  aircraft,  it  became  Holley’s  responsibility  to 
take  command  of  rescue  operations.  He  called  in  the  Air 
Force. 

The  remaining  search  was  a  concoction  of  Civil  Air 
Patrol,  Hill  Air  Force  Base,  friends,  neighbors,  amateur 
radio  operators,  Jeep  Patrol  and  the  Mountain  Rescue 
Squad.  A  few  unauthorized  helicopters,  rented  by  local 
news  teams,  added  to  the  confusion  and  almost  caused  the 
Air  Force  helicopters  to  pull  out. 

Holley  stationed  himself  at  the  base  site  of  rescue  opera¬ 
tions  in  Mapleton.  He  said  that  was  the  major  center  of 
operations.  But  Donna  Lehn,  information  officer  for  Hill 
Air  Force  Base  and  the  the  Civil  Air  Patrol,  said  the  Provo 
Airport  was  the  base  station  for  all  operations. 

“It  was  mass  confusion  —  but  it  wasn’t  too  bad,”  Holley 
said.  “I  asked  the  airport  to  move  their  base  here  but  I 
guess  they  didn’t  want  to.” 

Dean  Shimmen,  an  amateur  radio  operator  at  the  scene, 
said  he  was  disappointed.  “Everyone  worked  hard,  but  it’s 
a  shame  the  left  hand  didn’t  know  what  the  right  hand  was 
doing.’* 

Shimmen  suggested  a  debriefing  of  everyone  involved  in 
the  search  —  the  Civil  Air  Patrol,  Hill  Air  Force  Base  per¬ 
sonnel,  citizens  and  the  press. 

Holley  does  plan  a  debriefing,  but  only  among  the  of¬ 
ficials  within  his  department. 

From  an  observer’s  viewpoint,  it  was  hard  to  decipher  ex¬ 
actly  who  was  in  control  of  the  rescue  operations  last  week. 

The  apparent  lack  of  coordination  and  a  general  attitude 
of  flaring  tempers,  pushing  and  shoving  could  potentially 
discourage  the  hundreds  of  volunteers  who  spent  24-hour 
days,  hundreds  of  dollars  and  offered  expensive  radio 
equipment  to  help  find  their  friends.  j 

It  seems  that  a  debriefing  session  is  necessary  —  one  in¬ 
volving  past  and  future  volunteers.  Give  them  a  chance  to 
hear,  from  whoever  is  in  charge  (whether  Hill  Air  Force 
Base,  Sheriff  Holley  or  the  Civil  Air  Patrol)  exactly  how  the 
next  operation  will  be  coordinated  —  and  improved.

A  medical  research  and  manufacti 
ing  firm  in  Salt  Lake  has  been  scour 
for  two  weeks  by  an  inspector  from  tl 
Food  and  Drug  Administration.  A 
small  mountain  of  forms  resulted  froj 
the  effort,  describing  the  plant’s  viol] 
tions  of  federal  health  and  safety  staL 
dards,  as  well  as  possible  fines  and  re¬ 
quests  for  swift  compliance. 

This  situation  seems  suited  to  tffl 
dark,  dirty,  forbidding  factories  of  til 
early  1900s,  but  not  to  one  of  the  besf 
equipped  and  advanced  plants  of 
type  in  the  U.S. 

As  it  turns  out,  the  “requests  fJ 
compliance”  were  merely  recommenl 
dations,  as  many  were  taken  from  a  y2 
unratified  and  unpublished  book  of 
federal  standards,  and  thus  were  n< 
binding.
